FAMINE. 


Considering the 
enormous amount 


of money invested in automobiles, it is 
amazing that owners have not insisted 
before on some better means of pre- 
vonting theft of cars. Regular gangs 
of motor thieves now operate all over 
the country. 
No . car worth anything 


is safe. But it will be possible to make 
automobile stealing1 very 
difficult. 


Automobile 
associations 
are work- 


ing, on this problem, and legislation is 
likely to be presented in a good many 
state legislatures this winter looking 
to a solution of this problem - A few 
states have already enacted strict laws. 
-A. type of statute that may become 
somewhat general is being drafted by 
the New York Automobile Association. 


This act would require a purchaser 


of an automobile to obtain a deed -of 
the car like that of a piece of real es- 
"tate, 
to be witnessed by some otlicer 


of the law. 
The possessor of a car 


who has no such deed would be con- 
sidered to hold it by unlawful means(

That metropolitan dailies, too, are 


seriously affected by the present short- 
age of news-print is brought out in the 
recent statement of-a New York news- 
paper 
published in the "Fourth Es- 
tate," that he was 
forced to omit 


about 
forty 
columns of advertising, 


(representing a loss of approximately 
$5,0000) from one issue of the paper be- 
cause it was impossible to buy enough 
paper. 
The writer of the article, an 


expert, after a summary of the exist- 
ing situation in the newspaper 
pub- 


lishing 
field, 
comes to the following 


conclusion: "The time has arrived to 
charge higher rates and to encourage 
advertisers to use space more conser- 
vatively." 


Already the Chicago Tribune, realiz- 


ign that, a slackening of the present 
meagre supply might have serious-con- 
sequences to both large and small dail- 
ies, and that the present normal de- 
mand is perhaps 25 per cent, greater 
than the supply, with prices on a fam- 
ine basis, has led the way in the move- 
ment for conservation by voluntarily 
restricting the size of its datly issue 
:o thirty-two pages 
until, as it says, 


'the need for conservation is past." 
The Augusta Chronicle, in a resume of 
the events leading up to the present 
crisis, from the "halcyon days when 
you paid 15 cents for beefsteak and $6 
for flour; when sugar sold for 5 cents
